The organization called for three adminstrative unit 
directors t6 oversee 10 division chairmen. In September, 
after a search failed to provide a Sufficient hurber of 
qualified applicants for the jobs, the board approved the 
hiring of three instructors, to serve as acting unit direc- 
tors. 

Catanzaro said the addition of three managers added a 
second tier of administration. 

Some faculty members had been against the 
reorganization proposals since they were first in- 
troduced last spring, saying there was no need for a 
change. 

But, a majority of the trustees felt a change was need- 
ed due to the recognition of the teachers union bargain- 
ing unit. 

On the proposal to train Malaysian students in 
aeronautics, Lockheed Aircraft Service Co. of Ontario is 
Seeking trustee approval for the program so they may 
submit a cofitract proposal to the Malaysiah government 
in December. 

Trustees will make a decision on the proposal at their 
regularly scheduled meeting Nov. 25.

Non-resident tuition paid by 65 Malaysians fot one 
quarter would bring the district $56,420, according tc 
Teddie Lopez, executive dean of instruction. 

That money, shé said, Would more than pay for the cost 
of hiring additional full-time instructors in the already 
overcrowded aeronautics program. 

In order to house the students, Lockheed officials are 
looking at the possibility of constructing at least two 
buildings south of. the aeronautics building, located on 
the southwest corner of the campus. 

The buildings would become the property of Chaffey 
College and would be leased to LAS, Lopez said. The 
buildings would contain movable walls so that when the 
program ends in four to five years, the buildings could be 
used for classrooms or other uses. 

The structures would contain cafeteria facilities and 
living quarters valued at more than $1 million. 

Another option for housing would involve the Corona- 
Norco Center. But, the ability to house students at the 
center would depend on the Navy, which leases land to 
the college, Catanzaro said. 

Lockheed would also provide a live-in coordinator and 
two counselors for the Malaysians. 

Students would attend a minimum of two quarters and 
a maximum of four quarters, according to Dick Wright,

delayed by airport board

The Los Angeles Board of Airport 
Commissioners, meeting at Ontario 
International Airport Wednesday, 
delayed action on a twofold proposal 
involving ground access to Ontario 
International Airport. 

Delayed until the board’s Nov. 26 
meeting were requests to increase 
the scope of study to include Rancho 
Cucamonga and larger areas of 
Ontario and Upland, and to grant the 
city of Rancho Cucamonga a seat on 
the steering committee studying 
ground access. 

Ontario is the only city with a seat 
on the committee, made up 
principally of representatives of 
transportation agencies. 

In dealing with the matter, board 
members indicated they were 
unable to act on the proposals 
without having more information — 
especially from the cities of Upland 
and Montclair. 

Later in the session, board 
members indicated they might 
change the date of consideration to 
their Nov. 19 meeting because the 
Nov. 26 meeting will be on the day 
before Thanksgiving and might be

The road access study was 
mandated by the California 
Department of Transportation 
(Caltrans) as a condition for issuing 
a permit to build a new runway 
under construction at the airport. 

The steering committee awarded 
a contract last May to the Southern 
California Association of 
Governments (SGAG) to make 
plans for future ground access 
needs. 

An OIA spokesman said conditions 
of the Caltrans permit were: 


— To study road access to the 
airport, determining the needs when 
the airport reaches its capacity of 12 
million air passengers a year the 
mid 1990s. 

— To recommend a funding 
mechanism for construction of the 
necessary roads. 

In reviewing progress of the 
study, Larry Foutz of SCAG noted 
that expansion of the study area 
would add $20,000 to the cost of the 
original $180,000 contract and would 
extend the completion date from 
July to September 1981. 
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QUESTIONS 


The proposed expansion, as 
recommended recently by the West 
Valley Transit Service Authority 
(TSA) and the San Bernardino 
Associated Governments 
(SANBAG), would extend 
boundaries of the study area to 
Etiwanda Avenue on the east, the 
Foothill Freeway corridor on the 
north, Mountain Avenue on the west 
and the Pomona Freeway on the 
south. 

Original study area boundaries 
were the Devore Freeway on the 
east, Sixth Street on the north, 
Grove Avenue on the west and the 
Pomona Freeway on the south. 


However, Mayor Robert 
Ellingwood of Ontario told the board 
there was ‘‘no argument’ with 
leaving the study area boundaries at 
the Devore Freeway on the east and 
the Pomona Freeway on the south. 


He urged the board to consider 
extending both the north and west 
boundaries. He said the reason for 
his request was ‘‘so we'll have 
proper access to Ontario 
International Airport. We think the 
completed study will satisfy the 
West Valley and Caltrans.”

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Lockheed air hospital flies in 


aid to worldwide disaster sites 


Without warning, a 
severe earthquake strikes a 
remote community in an 
undeveloped, third-world 
country, hundreds of miles 
from the nearest city. Many 
people have been injured 
and require immediate 
medical attention. 

Access roads are not 
available, preventing am- 
bulances and trucks from 
reaching the scene. 
Helicopters could be flown 
in — but ‘without all the 
equipment necessary to 
adequately treat everyone. 

Lockheed Aircraft Ser- 
vice Company (LAS) of On- 
tario, has designed, 
engineered, built and 
equipped the first self- 
contained airborn emergen- 
cy hospital for just such an 
emergency, capable of 
providing all necessary 
medical treatment in 
remote locations for up to 
72 hours. 

The aircraft, a C-130 Her- 
cules specially designed and 
modified by LAS to the 
hospital configuration, is a 
complete medical-care unit 
that can provide quick 
response to any medical 
emergency, particularly in 
remote desert and moun- 
tain regions such as those 
found in the Mideast. 

‘In natural disasters or 
other emergencies, where 
every second is vital, the 
hospital aircraft's capabili- 
ty for rapid deployment is a 
critical element,’’ Ev 
Hemenway, program 
manager, says. ‘‘It can 
arrive at a location and be 
ready to treat the sick or in- 
jured in a matter of 
minutes, and then fly its 
patients back to base 
hospital facilities.”’ 

The aircraft is divided 
into four compartments, 
each with its own specific 
function. All equipment on 
the aircraft, as well as the 
layout of the key areas, has 
been designed for max- 
imum efficiency in the face 
of a disaster. 

In a typical situation, an 
emergency call would be 
received at a base hospital 
from some remote area. 
Immediately the aircraft, 
with a full flight and 
medical crew, responds to 
the call. The C-130 was 
selected for its ability to 
reach such remote areas, 
and land on rough terrain — 
sometimes with less than 
4.000 feet of runway sur- 
face. The aircraft's high- 
winged design allows the 
fuselage to be close to the 
ground, facilitating loading 
of patients and equipment. 

Once the aircraft has 
reached the scene of the 
emergency and is stabiliz- 
ed, the auxiliary power un- 
its and air-conditioning 
system are turned on. Gas 
turbine units supply this 
power, receiving fuel from 
storage tanks in the wings 
and generating 120 KVA of 
400 Hz electrical power 
each. 

Patients enter the ship 
through a ramp room at the 
rear, where they are ad- 
mitted and processed to the 
other compartments : an ex- 
amination room/labora- 
tory, operating theater, and 
intensive-care unit. 

Each room is outfitted 
with the latest equipment 
selected to handle a variety 
of needs, from simple 
medical treatment to 
specialized surgical 
procedures. This equipment 
includes an X-ray/flouros- 
cope machine, in- 
cubator/neonatal trans- 
porter, computerized blood- 
gas analyzer, cardioscope- 
defibrillator, blood bank,

| Generics seem to be taking bigger sales share

Although controversy rages in the supermarket industry, the 
no-frills, generic products seem to be getting a larger share of 
retail sales these days — and some say that the inflationary 

environment virtually guarantees their future. 
‘Chain Store Age Supermarkets magazine estimates that 
generic products — say, a six-pack of beer simpiy marked 
‘beer’? — are now carried by more than 37 percent of all super- 
markets, and have garnered 3 percent of the total market for 
groceries, paper goods, housewares and health and beauty aids 
— up from zero three years ago when the idea was launched by 
Chicago’s Jewel stores. 

By contrast, private - label products (usually non-nationally 
advertised brands belonging to the retailer) account for 18 
percent of the total market. 

By 1985, generics may have 10 percent of.chain supermarket 
sales, while private labels drop to 17 percent, Bill Saporito, 
field editor of the magazine, said. 

‘““Consumers have definitely become more price - conscious 
in this economic environment,”’ said Saporito. He pointed out 
that many chains will have three levels of merchandise — 
private label, packer label (regional distributor, for example) 
and nationally branded merchandise, scaling upward in price. 
The private label might be 10 to 30 percent cheaper than the 
national brand, with the packer label in between. 

Willard Bishop, a Chicago - area consultant, said the unit 
profit margin for the retailer might be only 8 to 14 percent on a 


‘Although unit profit margin may be lower, the total profit 
for the entire store or chain can be higher if the turnover is 
heavy,’’ noted Judy Kozacik, research manager of the Food 
Marketing Institute in Washington, D.C. 
do not agree. Chicago’s A.C. Nielsen, 
monitoring 35 product categories in a sample of 1,300 stores 
nationwide, says generics have just 1 percent of the market, 
while private labels have about 25 percent, virtually unchanged 
over the last six or seven years. 

San Diego - based FedMart Corp. reports that sales for July 
were $79 million, up 8.1 percent from July of last year. That is 
a better performance than other merchandisers are reporting 
these days — and growth of generics and private labels are 
part of the explanation, said Ed Maron, executive vice 
president - food. 

FedMart’s Bright Yellow Wrap generics (on which prices 
have been frozen until Oct. 12) have soared to 4 percent of the 
company’s total food sales in just a year. Private labels are 
more than one-third of food sales. 

On average, generics are 40 percent cheaper at FedMart. 
Private label merchandise is about 20 percent chaper. But both 
can be profitable. 

“We're not the YMCA,” said Maron “Profit margins on 
generics are equal to but not more than the margin on national 
brands. On private labels, our margin is even higher.”’

The new 10-telescope system, he said, would select 
sites for their optimum resolving power.

“In extragalactic astronomy,’’ the report said, ‘‘(the 
VLBI system) is the only tool available for determining 
the structure of the energy source in quasars and active 


galaxies.” 


The quasars are especially intriguing. Believed to be at 
the outer edges of the universe, these tiny objects 
produce enormous amounts of energy. 

In addition, Readhead said, material within these 
quasars sometimes seems to be traveling faster than the 
speed of light (186,000 miles a second), which under the 
known laws of physics is impossible. 

The new array would be able to peer into the very 
nuclei of these objects and perhaps provide information 
that would solve these paradoxes.

for the ‘good of the people,’ 
’> Momboisse said. ‘‘An in- 
dividual cannot own proper- 
ty, say the advocates. It can 
only be held for the good of 
society as that good is 
perceived by a select few.’’ 

And in 1973, Momboisse 
pointed out, the U.S. Coun- 
cil on Environmental 
Quality’s analysis of land- 
use controls advocated that 
government should ‘‘push 
its police power regulation 
to the utmost to protect the 
environment and manage 
growth and developments. uf 
And the courts, the council 
added, should ‘“‘be forced to 
the conclusion that no 
amount of regulation can 
constitute a ‘compensable 
taking.” 

‘“« ‘W e need to change the 
policy of allowing property 
owners to think they can do 
what they want with their 
land merely because it’s 
theirs. Owners must come 
to realize that whatever

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Japan calls slow 
srowth recession

Next year Japan expects 
a recession or some kind of 
economic setback like a 
recession. The economy 
will continue to grow at 2 or 
3 percent in real, inflation - 
adjusted terms and 
inflation will be less than 10 
percent — but in Japan, 
that’s called a recession. 
“Our long - term target is 
5 percent real growth 


throughout the decade. 
Therefore, 2 or 3 percent 
real growth would 


represent a recession,” 
explained Atsuko Chiba, an 
economic journalist from 
Japan visiting the United 
States 

The United States should 
be so lucky to suffer such a 
“recession.”’ In this year’s 
second quarter, our real 
growth fell — ‘collapsed’ 
would be a better word — 
almost 10 percent while 
inflation was raging in 
double digits 

By contrast, Japan 
enjoyed 4.6 percent growth 


— Japan’s fiscal year runs 
from April to March — with 
inflation just 6.4 percent. 
The second half is expected 
to be reasonably good, she 
said. 

Chiba, who is traveling in 
the United States under 
sponsorship of the 
International Writers 
Service, sketched out one of 
the major reasons for 
Japan’s stability 
labor unions accepted a 
wage increase of only 8 
percent although their 
productivity in 
manufacturing rose by 12 
percent,” she said. 

In the beleaguered United 
States, labor unions are 
getting more than 8 
percent, while productivity 
is plunging. 

Unlike the United States, 
Japan handled the 1973-1974 
energy crisis quite 
intelligently. One technique 
Japan has learned for such 
crises is efficient utilization 
of manpower

SACRAMENTO — On 
countless fronts, in little 
silent battles for survival 
being fought in fields and 
gullies and hillsides, on 
farmlands and on the edges 
of cities, a tragedy is being 
acted out that would be 
worthy of the Greek stage. 

One protagonist, the one 
wearing the laughing mask, 
is man — thoughtlessly 
pursuing his own interests. 
The other, with the mask of 
sorrow, is being worn by 
California’s increasingly 
threatened native plants. 

It is an uneven battle. An 
inventory of California’s 
rare and endangered plants, 
recently revised by range 
science specialist W. 
Robert Powell, of the 
University of Califoria at 
Davis just west of here, now 
lists 1,372 plants. Of these, 
44 are presumed to be now 
extinct, 645 are listed as 
‘rare’? — and most of them 
are endangered, 447 are 
rare but not endangered, 
and the remainder are 
considered of less critical 
concern, although ‘‘still 
rare.”’ 

All, Powell points out, are 
increasingly being 
threatened by man’s 
activities although they are 
one of California's greatest 
natural treasures 

Powell, a member of the 
California Native Plant 


Society, warns that 
‘‘encroaching cities, 
towns and roads, 


conversion of land to 
agriculture, changes in soil 
moisture because of 
wetlands drainage or 
dropping water tables, and 
various forms of pollution, 
all pose threats to the plants 
and to their often unique 
habitats.” 

Powel voiced the 
concerns of ecologists 
everywhere when he saidn 
‘“‘We do not want to see this 
inventory of rare plants 
become an obituaries list.” 
The California Native Plant 
Society’s original prooram 
toward protection of native 
species and habitats was 
the first in the United 
States. 

An authoritative work 
which concern itself only 
with plants native to 
California, the volume is 
entitled, ‘‘Inventory on 
Rare and Endangered 
Vascular Plants of 
California.’ Vascular is a 
term referred to plant 
groups commonly called 
ferns, fern allies, cone - 
bearing evergreens and 
flowering plants. Providing 
coded references to 
locations and status of rare 
and endangered plants, 
compiled by a statewide 
network of botanists, th 
book and the files on which 
it is based are relied on 
heavily by the U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service and the 
California Department of 
Fish and Game in the 
furtherance of their own 
endangered-species pro- 
grams. 

Powell co-authored the 
volume with J. P. Smith Jr. 
and J. O. Sawyer Jr., both 
biology department faculty 
members at Humboldt
